16-INCH GUN PROJECTILE OF 
U, $. HEAVIER THAN GERMAN 


Naval Experts Believe 28-Mile Range 
ef Kaiser's New Gan Is Dis- 
counted by Weight. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. %.—Lack of data 
concerning the projectile-hurling ability 
of the new German naval 16-inch gun 
which has caused s0 much discussion in 
Pngland, does not, according to naval 
experts here today, permit of a close 
comparison between it and the new 


American naval gun of the same call- 
ber now under test at Indian Head, Md. 
It appears, however, that whereas the 
German projectile, with a velocity of 
3040 feet per second, has a slight advan- 
tage over the American 16-inch shell in 
speed, the latter weighing 2150 pounds, is 
more than 100 pounds heavier than the 
German shot and consequently will have 
@ greater striking energy and more 
penetrative power in steel armor.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—A formal try- 
out yesterday of the New York-to-San 
Francisco direct telephone line with the 
inventor of the telephone and the Pres- 
ident of the United States and Mayors of 
the two cities and other dignitaries talk- 
ing into transmitters and listening into 
receivers, proved that the system works 


perfectly. 
In about a month or so anyone with 


$20.70 handy may call up San Francisco 
and exchange generalities for three min- 
utes, after which $6.75 per succeeding 
minute must be handed over. The open- 
ing of the system for commercial busi- 
ness will be late in February or early 
in March. 

In the office of the president of the 
American Telegraph and Telephone late 
yesterday afternoon Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, the white-haired inventor uf 
the instrument, began the celebration 
of the line’s completion. Fle was sur- 
rounded by a group of the men who 
have helped improve and extend it. 
In the office at San Francisco sat Thom- 
as A, Watson, Bells aid, and a group 
of associates. 

Bell picked up his phone and asked: 
‘‘Hello, Mr. Watson, are you there?’ 
His face beamed as he caught a re- 
ply. “All right,’’ he went on, “I hear 
your voice as distinctly as if you were 
in the other. room, or in another part 
of New York. Oh, yes. I remember 
very well the time that we talked over 
two miles of wire and thought it was 
a wonderful thing, back in 1875. Here 
we are talking over. 3400 miles.’’ 

The inventor picked up an ancient 
contraption that looked like a wooden 
bird cage with a coil of wire inside and 
continued: “Now, Mr. Watson, I want 
to switch in. another telephone—a dupli- 
cate of the one you first made for me, 
the original of which is in the Smith- 
sonian Institution.. Let’s see how this 
1875. model works. Hello (using the an- 
tique ‘devyice), do you hear me? You 
hear me petfectly? What wonderful 
progress has been made by the Bell 
sy sterm.’’

Two Destroyers Were Sunk 
in Battle. 


By Associated Presa. 

BERLIN, Jan. %, by wireless to Las- 
don.—Additional details of the sinking 
‘of a British battle cruiser in the naval 
fight in the North Sea west of Helgo- 
land, whicn is claimed by the Germans, 
is given in a statement issued here to- 
day. The statement follows: 

According to well-informed German 
sources, this cruiser suffered heavily 
from the fire of our cannon and was 
then sunk by a German torpedo boat’ 
by two well-directed shots. The 
ing was observed by a German 
ship, which followed the battle clor¢s, 
ly. 

Two English torpedo boate were 
also sunk. The airship also observed 
the serious damaging of other En- 
glish ships.

Corporation Management. 


ROGER BABSON, statistician and economist—The 
greatest handicap labor and capital have today is 
absentee ownership. The present unrest among 
workers and the small return upon capital are due 
to control in the hands of small groups—men who 
try to run big businesses from desks in 20-story of- 
fice buildings. Strikes seldom come against the 
man who has built up his own business and lives in 
the town where his success has been won.

“No Man Can Do Good Work 
Longer Than 8 Hours,” Says Ford. 


HENRY FORD, head of the Ford Motor Corpora- 
tion of Detroit, who was himself a hired mechanie 
until a few years ago, when he 
began to revolutionize the auto- 
mobile building industry: The 
increased efficiency of the men 
under the Ford. corporation's 
profit-sharing plan has been from 
15 to 20 per cent with reference 
to work produced, which is fur- 
ther emphasized when you con- 
sider that the improvement was 
made in an eight-hour day ver- 
sus the comparison in a nine-hour 
day. .

“Something Is Fundamentally 


Wrong,” Says Rockefeller’s Son. 


JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER JR., only son of ihe 
richest man in the world and hie personal repre- 


sentative and agent in all his 
personal and financial affairs: 


The responsibilities of stock- 
holders is practically limited to 
the election of directors. They 
have no power to elect officers, 
to employ labor, to make con- 
tracts or to intervene directly in 
the management of the business. 
A large stockholder is able to ex- 
ercise considerable moral influ- 
ence over the directors and of- 
ficers and is responsible for ex- 
ercising that influence properly. 

As to the Colorado strike itself, 
given me the deepest concern.

“Labor ne Shouldn’t Concern 
Directors,” Says August Belmont. 


AUGUST BELMONT, head of the financially pow- 
erful Belmont family of New York and director tn 
numerous railroad, banking and 
other corporations; A director of 
a corporation rarely has to do with 
labor matters unless by chance 
they are brough<t to his attention 
for decision regarding a strike or 
something as serious as that. The 
executive management has built 
up certain methods dealing with 
labor, whether unionized or not, 
and the details are not brought 
to’ the directors any more than 
are minor matters of transporta- 
tion. 

It is the duty of the executive 
officers to report to the board 
anything sérious or of moment. Jn the event of a 
possible strike, so far as I recall, the conditions, 
possibilities and questions at issue are reported to 
the board. As a rule the executive officers are 
followed in their decisfon. tT have always been 
personally in favor of union labor. It has been of 
great advantage to the railroads. In regard to 
strikes and lockouts, each case must stand by itself. 
Mediation, however, seems to offer a way of prevent- 
ing them. Compulsory arbitration seems to me to 
be of doubtful value. I do not believe the end could 
be achieved through an industrial council. It dis- 
tresses me to say it, but I fear it wouldn't work here 
as in Engiand and elsewhere. Politics never figure 
in such things there, and politics always does here. 


“Tax the Rich for Funds for 
Employing Poor,” Says Guggenhein. 


DANIEL GUGGENHEIM, Banker and Corporation 
magnate and head of the great mining family of 
his name: Ii thins iabor organk 
zation is fully 
fully approve of it. It is right for 
the laboring man to organize, be- 
cause the capitalist, when he gets 
too powerful, is a pretty arrogant 
fellow, just as the laboring man, 
when he gets too powerful, can 
be, and is, arrogant.

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POLICE SALARY GRAB AGAIN. 

Having been one of the very last of the -bills 
considered at. the 1913 session, the St. Louis 
police salary grab bill became one of the first 
considered at the 1915 session. If the famous 
lobby has been active in the meantime it worked 
to little purpose. The bill was defeated in the 
House Monday by a yote of 58 to 73. 

Defeat is the ordinary fate of this bill when- 
ever the issue ever has been pressed at Jefferson 
City. Any further movement to raise a lobby 
fund in St. Louls for ite revival should be 
promptly suppressed. Far too much of the time 
and attention of the Legislature has already been 
devoted to ft. — 

If the present session is to accomplish what 
ig expected of it, no more time should be wasted 
in attempts to jam the measure through in de- 
fiance of sentiment. 
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PUTTING YOU ON YOUR HONOR. 

There’s one highwayman in St. Louis who per- 
mits his victims to search themselves. Sunday 
evening he accosted a Mr. Gradenoroff of South 
St. Louis, requested him to search himself, and 
accepted $6.70 from him with the assurance it 
was all he could find on himself. 

The nobility of one man calls forth all that is 
noble in another. Magnanimity compels mag 
nanimity. Put thus upon his honor, Mr. Gradeno- 
roft, we assume, held nothing out. The idea is 
very beautiful. It.is thus that the Government 
assesses and collects from its victims for taxation 
purposes. 

There is no practical advantage in being put 
upon your honor unless you cheat, but in deal- 
ing with a thief one would not wish to occupy 
a lower plane than he, while to have a thief dis- 
cover that one had taken a dishonest advantage 
of him would be mortifying to a man of high 
principle anf nice ethical sense. To disappoint a 
thief’s implicit confidence in one’s honesty—a 
touching confidence—and to set him a bad ex- 
ample were a moral offense repugnant to re- 
sponsibility. 

In dealing with a Government in the act of 
letting you search yourself, and your conscience, 
you are dealing with an impersonal entity, not a 
mortal creature susceptible to the influence of 
moral @éxample. Furthermore, it cannot hit you 
over the head or bore you full of holes ff it sub- 
sequently finds out you have kept back some of 
your valuables. You can cheat ft with impunity. 
On the whole it is a much greater test of virtue 
te fill out an assessment blank with nothing but 
a perjury statute staring you in the face. 

But virtue is always {ts own reward, not to 
mention good policy, and a clear conscience is 
greater than riches. 
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A GOOD FOUNDATION. 

The community trust organized by the St. Louis 
Tnion Trust Co. is broad in its scope. It offers 
opportunity to citizens with large and small 
means to contribute to the funds and they wil!

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MUNICIPAL SIDEWALE CLEANING. 

The chronic failure of many owners of property, 
particularly vacant property, to clear snow and 
foe from the sidewalks suggests the wisdom of 
a change of method in handling this important 
work, Every fall of snow or sleet is followed by 
just cémplaints of the condition of sidewalks. 
There ts a clamor for action by the suthorities 
and by the time the snow or sleet has melted, the 
machinery of law to compel property owners to 
clean their neglected sidewalks is put in motion. 

The result of this condition bears hard on the 
public. Walking is bad. Parts of the sidewalks 
are cleaned and parts are not cleaned. The pe- 
destrian has to plunge into snowdrifts or follow 
narrow foot trails through them. The uncleaned 
parts of thd sidewalks become icy or sloppy as 
the weather changes. Discomfort always and in- 
jury frequently are caused. 

The condition is like that which prevailed when 
property owners contracted for street sprinkling. 
Streets were like checker boards, with alternate 
stretches of dust and mud. The public and the 


ness or neglect of the bad property owner. 

The Post-Dispatch wiped out these intolerable 
conditions by a long but successful campaign for 
municipal street sprinkling. The change should 
be made from private to public sidewalk clean- 
ing. The sidewalks belong to the city and should 
bo cleaned as the streets are cleaned and at the 
same time. 

Municipal sidewalk cleaning would be more eco- 
nomical and efficient. Sidewalk and street. would 
be cleaned in one operation. The work could 
ke completed as promptly as official energy and 
efficiency permitted. There would be no waiting 
on neglectful or willful property owners. They 
would pay for ft in taxes and the cost would be 
less. 

It may be objected that the city has no money 
for additional work. Municipal ash collection 
awaits funds. We do not expect always to be 
without municipal funds. It takes time to change 
the antiquated system. Begin the work of legisla- 
tion now. 


THE HUMAN PAOTOR. 


Baltimore’s City Council voted $45,000 to be paid 

in wages to heads of families out of work. Hach 
man applying for work is investigated. If found 
to be the breadwinner for a family he is certified 
by the Alderman from his ward and gets three 
days’ work weekly, at $2 for an eight-hour day. 
The Baltimore idea is to protect the home against 
either the bitter bread of charity or actual want 
from involuntary idleness. Unmarried men, not 
sick, are required to rustle their own rations, 
‘ Baltimore exhibits the fact that sensible offt- 
cilals can get good results even under an antiquated 
city charter. St. Louis, doting nothing to hasten 
public work as a means of providing employment 
for idle men, exhibits the fact that it takes more 
than a good charter to get right action in an 
emergency. 
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SAVINGS WOULD EUY THE SHIPS. ~ 
Secretaries McAdoo and Redfield tell the Sen- 
ate the excessive charges on this country’s over- 
seas business during December totaled over f18,- 
000,000. Nearly all of this went to European ship 
owners. 

The January overcharge fs expected to exceed 
$20,000,000. 

The December overcharge would have paid for 
40 10,000-ton merchant ships. The January over- 
charge would buy another 40 or 45 of them. 

The savings on foreign sea fréights alone, for 
only two months, would more than pay for the 
rational merchant marine fleet which the Presi- 
dent asks Congress to authorize. 

Apparently Senators Lodge, Gallinger, et al. 
would rather have that $18,000,000 to $20,000,000 a 
month of excess charges paid to the Furopean 
ship owners than to s¢e it invested in American 
merchant marine. | 

The placing of two or three Government-owned 
ships on each mafn trade route, charging only 
fair rates would check the gouging and save 
American farmers and merchants $200,000,000 or 
more in a year.

HAVANA, Cuba. Jan. 26. 
"VE been sitting out under a blazing 
sun all afternoon in Havana watch- 
ing a championship baseball game. 
Can you beat it? John McGraw sat in 
a box beside me. John just looked on. 
He says he is down here for a rest, not 
to lure back Armando Marsans to the O. 
B. fold. Says he wants to get away 
from baseball. 

But being in Havana. John couldn’t 
dodge the desire to see the Havanas and 
the Almendares piay, even if it did take 
him away from an afternoon’s golf at 
the Country Club. There’s a great riv- 
alry between Cuba's two strongest base- 
ball teams. Every time they meet it’s 
like the historical mingling of the fa- 
mous Kilkenny cats. And this was one 
of the contests in the series that will de- 
cide which is champion of Cuba. 

The Almendares’ ball park is only a 
short ride from the center of the city. 
All around are royal palms and other 
tropical trees. On the hill seen over left 
field stands a great grim stone fortress, 
the Castillo del Principe, one of the an- 
cient defenses of Havana. Here 200 or 
$00 yearg ago the Spaniards met after 
assault of native Indians, then of En- 
slish and French invauers, and then of 
marauding piratical hordes.
